DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the basis 
for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

1. Claims 1, 2, 8, 9, 11, 12, 14-16, 22-24, 28, 31, and 32 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
being anticipated by Grabner, Jr (US 5,634,496). 

Claims 1, 2, 8, 9, 11, 15, 16, 22, 23, 24, and 32: Grabner, Jr discloses is Figure 5 a tip cap (70) for a 
syringe (20) having a tip (21), the tip cap comprising a base portion (58) having an upper and lower 
surface, a body having a ribbed top wall (71) extending from said upper surface having an elliptical cross- 
section (Figure 8) and a shaft (69) extending from the lower surface of the base protion (58) being shaped 
to match the shape of the tip of the syringe (Figure 5). 

Claims 12, 14, 28, and 31: Grabner, Jr discloses in Figure 5 the tip cap further comprising a helical thread 
for connecting the syringe tip. 

Response to A rguments
